Committee Ha* Not Given Up Hope 
of Securing Some Sort of an In­

In order to prevent the 
Hughes law from taking effect .Ian. 
I the am endm ents were adopted as 
emergency measures, to take effect 


Immediately. 
The senate is expected to follow 
suit and also adopt the amendments, 
although friends of the Hughe* bill 
mu> seek to amend the amendments 
in the upper house. 
. Griswold’s amendments would re­ 
move all control of the state depart­ 
ment of health over local health dis­ 
tricts. 
They would leave it up to lo­ 
cal communities to decide for them 
«elves whether they want full time 
health officers, nurses and clinics and 
also remove all civil service require­ 
ments. 
Under the Hughes bill, as 
amended by the house, any physician 
with a certificate to practice medi­ 
cine might be employed a s a health 
officer. 
The Hughes bill required the 
health officer to have certain qualifi 
cations and to pass a civil service ex 
animation. 
Representative Hughes, author ot 
the bill, declared a backward step 
had been taken, and that the bill as 
amended is only a little improvement 
over the 
old 
regime 
of 
township 
boards of health. 
Instead of 102 health districts pro­ 
vided for under the Hughes law, there 
will be 16! separate health districts 
under the law as amended*. Kach sep 
aiate municipal health district will 
be entitled to receive $‘2,00U from the 
state to help 
pay the 
salary of a 
health 
officer.

hold state aid unless the district em­ 
ploy* a full time health officer.

Suffragists 
feel absolutely confident that the fol­ 
lowing states will ratify just as «ooti 
a* their legislatures can get to work:
